(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with aiiy persons shall be eligible for appointment lo any 
of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government, may if satisfied chat such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are oilier grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule 

5. Power to Relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expendient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of (he provisions of these rules, in consullation with the Union Public Service Commission with 
respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

<5. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concessions required to bo provided for the Scheduled Castes 
Scheduled Tribes and other spocial categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to lime 
in this regard,

4. In rule 76 of the said rules, after sub-rule (6), the fol-

“(7). The applicant shall, while applying for a licence 
to manufacture patent or proprietory medicines, 
furnish to the Licensing Authority evidence and data 
justifying that the patent or proprietory medicines;

(i) contain the constituents ingredients in therapeutic/ 
prophylactic quantities as determined in relation to 
Ihc claims or conditions for which the medicines 
are recommended or use claimed to be useful; 

(ii) are safe for use in the context of the vehicles, ex- 

cipients, additives and pharmaceutical aids used in 
the formulations and under the conditions in which 
the formulations for administration and use are 
recommended;

(iv) contain such ingredients and in such quantities for 
which there is therapeutic justification.”

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and tho other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from tho operation of this rule. 

5 Power to relax.— Where tho Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to bo recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of tho provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6 Saving Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 

the Scheduled Tribes and othor Special categories of persons in accordance with tho orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 2447.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a), (b), (c) and (d) of section 87, read with section 78, 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958, (44 of 1958), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Merchant Shipping (Examination of Engineers in the 
Merchant Navy) Rules, 1963, namoly: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Merchant Shipping 
(Examination of Engineers in the Merchant Navy) Amendment 
Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Merchant Shipping (Examination of Engineers 
in the Merchant Navy) Rules, 1963 (hereinafter referred to 
as the said rules), for rule 6, the following rule shall bo substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

“6 Qualifications for Second Class Certificate: — (1) A 
candidate for a Second Class Certificate shall satisfy 
the following requirements, namely: — 

(a) (i) He shall be within the age limit of 20 yoars 

at the timo of his entry in the workshop or as 
the case may bo, the training institutions re- 
ferred to in rules 7 and 10 respectively; 

Provided that the requirements of this 
clause shall not apply to candidates qualifying 
for examination under rules 7A, 8 or 8A if 
they are otherwise eligible to appear for the 
examination under this rule. 

(ii) He shall not be less than 22 years of age at the 
lime of appearing for examination for Second 
Class Certificate. 

(b) Educational Qualification:— He shall have passed 
the Second Year Examination of the two year 
Inter-Science Course of a recognised University 
or Board or any other equivalent examination with 
Mathematics and Physics as separate subjects. 

Provided that the requirements of this clause 
shall not apply to candidates qualifying for exami- 
nation under rule 7A if they are otherwise eligible 
to appear for examination of Second Class Certi- 
ficate. 

(c) Workshop Service: — He shall satisfy one or other 
of the requirements as regards workshop service 
or other training or a combination of both as set 
out in rule3 7, 7 A, 8, 8 A, 9, 10 or 11, 

(d) Sea Service: — He shall have performed the requi- 
site sea service set out in rule 15. 

(e) Examination: — He shall have passed the examina- ' 
tion set out in rule 63. 

(2) Nothing contained in clause (b) of sub-rule (1) shall 
apply to any candidate who has completed (raining 
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course of the Directorate of Marine Engineering Train- 
ing havitg been admitted in that instimtion prior to 
August. 1975, 

(3) A candidate for the endorsement of a certificate shall 
have performed extra sea-service set out in rule 16 
and shall be required to pass examination set out in 
rule 67”.
